No  Blarney

To  many  Framinghamers, 
Liam's  Irish  Tavern  is  a  place 
that  comes  to  mind  only  once  a 
year~on  St.  Patrick's  Day. 
Green  beer,  Celtic  singalongs 
and  general  boozy  mirth;  a 
proper  setting  for  the  wearing 
of  the  green. 

What  many  area  residents 
don't  know  is  that  Liam's  is  a 
restaurant  as  well  as  a  bar,  and 
a  good  one  at  that. 

"Good"  means  different 
things  to  different  folks;  good 
connotes  ample  portions,  fresh 
foodstuffs,  attentive  service  and 
eye-appealing  decor.  At  Liam's 
only  the  service  was  lacking. 
Could  be  that  because  it  was  an 
off  night — a  Tuesday — the 
waitress  wasn't  at  peak  energy 
level.  The  party  at  the  next  table 
joked  that  "maybe  the  waitress 
was  in  having  coffee"  when 
they  wanted  water  at  their  table. 

What  I  wanted  was  a  simple 
lemon  for  my  fish,  a  generous 
portion  of  fresh  scrod  ($5.50), 


baked  on  the  underside,  exactly 
as  I  like  it.  Accompanying 
baked  potato  was  pedestrian, 
but  the  broccoli  with  cheddar 
sauce  livened  things  up  a  bit. 

Appetizers  were  the  soup  de 
jour,  Tuesday's  being  an 
acceptable  clam  chowder  ($1.25 
a  cup),  and  salads,  which  came 
in  an  oversized  bowl  to  facilitate 
easy  handling  (an  idea  long 
overdue). 

In  an  Irish  pub,  the  stout 
should  be  fresh  as  the  moment  it 
left  St.  James  Gate  in  Dublin, 
and  sad  to  say,  my  pint  was  on 
the  sour  side — an  indication 
that  the  draft  was  getting 
towards  the  end  of  the  barrel.  A 
Bass  Ale  ($2.50)  was  up  to  par 
though. 

Sizzlin'  steaks  are  the  watch- 
word here,  and  at  $7.00,  $8.50 
and  $10.50  they  sizzle  all  over 
the  plate.  Teriyaki  versions  of 
both  beef  and  chicken  are 
available;  $8.50  for'  steak 
teriayaki  and  $5.95  for  the  bird. 
A  selection  of  deluxe,  meal- 
sized  salads  are  offered,  as  are  a 
blackboard  full  of  daily  specials 
that  merit  a  lookover.  People  at 
adjacent  tables  were  discussing 
divorce  proceedins  (a  thor- 
oughly suburban  concern  if 
there  ever  was  one)  and  enjoy- 
ing orders  of  eggplant  par- 
migiana  ($4.95)  and  chicken 
parm  ($4.95). 

Dessert  can't  be  expected  to 
be  a  strong  point  at  an  Irish  pub 
restaurant  and  it  isn't.  Choco- 
late cake  with  alleged  rum 
flavoring  has  been  done  as  well 
by  Sara  Lee,  and  at  $2.00  a  slice 
it's  not  bargain. 

Liam's  gets  the  seal  of  ap- 
proval because  there  were  no 
surprises;  tasty  food  at  very 
reasonable  prices  shouldn't  be 
surprising,  but  it  often  is.  Best 
to  drop  in  for  dinner  than  retire 
upstairs  for  a  head  full  of  grog. 
Make  mine  a  Busmill's  neat, 
please.

The  last  weekend  of  January 
at  the  Channel  belonged  to 
John  Surette  and  Boys  Life. 
Celebrating  the  release  of  their 
first  Ep,  Boys  Life  put  on  two 
shows  which  will  long  be 
remembered  by  Boston  Au- 
diences. 


Boys  Life  has  been  one  of 
Boston's  most  successfuly 
bands  in  the  past  few  years, 
displaying  and  original, 
energetic  style  which  has  earned 
them  a  large  following.  Boosted 
by  successful  records  such  as 
their  '82  release  of  "Two  Doors 
Down/I  Found  Her,"  a  4  song 
Ep  which  they  shared  with  the 
Outlets,  and  various  cuts  which 
appeared  on  the  two  Modern 
Method  compliation  Lps,  Boys 
Life  with  the  help  of  David 
Robinson,  drummer  of  the 
Cars,  grew  at  a  rapid  pace. 

The  Channel  record  release 
bash  was  well  put  together. 
Their  first  show  which  featured 
the  Prime  Movers,  Shrapnel, 
and  the  Corpsicles  drew  a  large 
crowd  which  rose  to  the  occa- 
sion in  dramatic  fashion. 

They  also  put  on  an  all  ages 
show  the  next  day  with  guests 
the  Dangerous  Birds,  Bang 
Bang  Band,  and  the  Square 
Ideals. 

Following  a  somewhat  out  of 
place  set  by  Hardcore  Boys,  the 
Corpsicles,  which  caused  WD- 
JM's  Jennifer  Whitman  to  do 
her  nails,  a  mediocre  perfor- 
mance from  New  Yorkers 
Shrapnel,  and  a  stylish  show  by 
the  Prime  Movers,  Boys  Life 
was  ready  to  make  their  return. 
And  what  a  return  it  was. 

The  Channel  erupted  when 
they   took    the   stage.    Surette, 


Neil  Sugarman,  Rober  Weiner, 
and  newcomer  Chris  George  ex- 
celled higher  and  higher.  "Keep 
the  Edge"  only  their  second 
tune  caused  memorable  reaction 
on  the  dance  floor,  and  Johney 
had  his  audience  where  he 
wanted  them.

re-styled  to  what  it  is  now,   except  for  the  removal  of  the  corner  towers.   After  another  modern  remodelingl 

May  Hall  is  once  again  open  to  the  students  at  Framingham  State. 
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Framingham  State  moved  from  Lexington  to 
Framingham  in   1  B53.   Private  citizens  of  the  town 
gave  the  northwest  slope  of  Bane  Hill  as  the  campus 
for  us.   In   1  BB9  a  new  class  building  was  errected, 
May  Hall,    in  honor  of  Miss  Abby  May.

There  was  Frank,  and  Hot- 
lips,  and  Radar,  and  Klinger. 
Each  part  grew  and  expanded, 
and  then  ultimately  reached 
somewha!  of  a  climax. 
M.A.S.H.  became  a  legacy. 

Eventually  reruns  were  view- 
ed and  then  viewed  again.  There 
were  days  when  as  many  as 
three  episodes  of  M.A.S.H. 
could  be  seen  in  one  night  on 
television.  Its  audience  was 
spectacular,  when  "Hawkeye" 
laughed  his  viewers  laughed, 
when  "Hawkeye"  cried  his 
viewers  cried. 

The  laughter   and   the  tears 


reached  a  conclusion  on 
February  28.  The  final  episode 
of  M.A.S.H.  was  a  classic,  it 
left  its  royal  audience  on  the 
edge  of  their  seats.  The  public 
had  reacted  tremendously,  there 
were  M.A.S.H.  bashes  in  night- 
spots everywhere,  a  television 
show  had  left  its  viewers  in  awe. 

Competitors  had  no  way  of 
competing  with  the  showing  of 
the  last  episode  of  M.A.S.H. 
ABC  even  featured  an  exclusive 
showing  of  American  Giggilo, 
but  it  went  to  no  avail,  the  night 
belonged  to  "Hawkeye." 

Fittingly  enough,  the  last 
scene  of  M.A.S.H.  featured  the 
embrace  of  "Hawkeye"  and 
"B.J.",  as  they  said  good-bye 
to  each  other,  M.A.S.H.  said 
good-bye  to  the  world.  An  era 
has  ended. 


With  one  of  the  largest  au- 
diences in  television  history  a 
regular  Monday  night  became  a 
landmark  one  in  CBS  history.  It 
was  time  for  "Hawkeye"  and 
"B.J."  to  go  their  separate 
ways. 

After  eleven  years  as  one  of 
the  most  popular  shows  in  tele- 
vision's existence,  February  28 
ended  the  M.A.S.H.  era.  It  was 
hard  to  speculate  that  a  comedy 
about  a  Korean  war  medical 
camp  could  generate  so  much 
interest  and  followers.  But  it 
did. 

Spearheaded  by  the  courage 
and  innovations  of  Alan  Alda, 
who  portrayed  "Hawkeye," 
M.A.S.H.  did  indeed  become 
more  than  just  another  tele- 
vision comedy.  It  dealt  with 
many  of  the  finer  points  of  life, 
death,  and  war. 
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Suicide  is  Painless

Americans  all  across  the  country  gathered  around  their  television  sets,  last 
week,  to  celebrate  the  end  of  the  Korean  War. 

Of  course,  the  final  cease  fire  of  the  Korean  War  actually  took  place  some  30 
years  earlier  in  1953.  But  for  the  largest  audience  to  ever  watch  a  single  program  on 
commercial  television,  it  ended  on  February  28,  1983  with  the  farewell  episode  of 
M.A.S.H. 

The  hype  surrounding  the  end  of  M.A.S.H.  was  tremendous.  Newspapers  and 
magazines,  as  well  as  local  and  national  television  programs  featured  the  show,  its 
writers,  producers  and  cast  members  for  weeks  leading  up  to  the  final  episode.  With 
advertisers  agreeing  to  pay  $450,000  per  half  minute  of  commercial  during  the  two 
and  a  half  hour  finale,  it's  easy  to  see  why  everyone  wanted  to  jump  on  the  band- 
wagon. In  the  case  of  M.A.S.H.,  however,  every  bit  of  praise  and  promotion  that  it 
received  was  very  much  deserved. 

M.A.S.H.  was  a  unique  television  phenomenon  because  it  managed  to  incor- 
porate both  comedy  and  tragedy  together  in  the  same  package,  without  ever  allow- 
ing either  one  of  them  to  dominate  the  other.  Rather,  the  comedy  and  the  tragedy 
complemented  each  other  so  well  that  the  effectiveness  of  both  was  maximized. 

There  have  only  been  a  handful  of  intelligent  and  provocative  television  series 
around  during  the  past  10  or  15  years,  and  the  common  thread  that  seemed  to  run 
though  all  of  them  was  character  development.  The  characters  in  M.A.S.H.  come 
off  as  real  people,  each  with  his  or  her  own  personality.  They  all  had  flaws  as  well  as 
virtues.  They  showed  a  wide  range  of  emotions.  But  most  of  all  they  were  allowed  to 
grow  and  develop  over  time.  The  characters  in  virtually  all  of  today's  series  have 
personalities  that  can  be  described  as  either  good  guy  or  bad  guy,  and  the  only  thing 
they  are  allowed  to  develop  is  a  new  hair  style. 

Perhaps  this  life-like  evolution  of  its  characters  accounted  for  M.A.S.H. 's 
resiliency  when  it  lost,  McLean  Stevenson  (Col.  Henry  Blake),  Wayne  Rogers 
(Trapper  John),  Larry  Linville  (Frank  Burns),  and  Gary  Burghoff  (Radar  O'Reilly), 
four  of  its  major  players.  After  all  that's  the  way  life  really  is.  Still,  it  must  be  noted 
that  very  talented  replacements  and  the  consistent  presence  of  Alan  Alda  helped  to 
prolong  and  even  strengthen  the  show. 

By  far  the  greatest  number  of  comments  about  the  final  M.A.S.H.  episode 
revolved  around  Hawkeye's  nervous  breakdown.  It  seems  that  a  number  of  people 
were  upset  by  it  because  they  pictured  Hawkeye  as  some  sort  of  super  human  who 
could  withstand  anything,  even  if  he  did  need  a  drink  or  two,  now  and  then,  to  help 
him.  But  since  when  have  the  M.A.S.H.  writers  been  conformists?  Life,  particularly 
in  the  midst  of  a  war,  doesn't  usually  turn  out  the  way  people  would  like  it  to.  You 
may  remember  that  a  similar  reaction  was  evoked  when  the  producers  of  M.A.S.H. 
decided  to  kill  off  Henry  Blake  during  the  show's  early  years.  I  think  that  as  they  did 
then,  people  will  come  to  respect  M.A.S.H.'s  decision  to  be  realistic,  rather  than  to 
play  it  safe. 

I,  along  with  millions  of  other  people,  have  been  watching  the  re-runs  of 
M.A.S.H.  for  a  number  of  years  now,  and  it's  safe  to  say  that  we  will  be  able  to  con- 
tinue doing  so,  most  likely,  into  the  twenty-first  century.  Until  last  week's  final 
episode  every  one  of  those  re-runs,  no  matter  how  many  times  I'd  seen  it  or  how  well 
I  knew  it,  always  seemed  fresh  and  current  because  I  knew  that  those  people  were 
still  over  there  sitting  in  the  "swamp,"  walking  through  the  compound,  eating  in  the 
mess  tent,  and  creating  new  shows.  But  when  it  was  all  over  and  I  tried  to  find  com- 
fort in  those  earlier  shows,  I  realized  that  they  had  lost  their  special  charm  and  had 
become,  like  all  the  rest,  just  re-runs. 

Yes,  it  really  was  over,  and  as  I  watched  them  all  leave  the  familiar  M.A.S.H. 
theme  had  lost  its  cheerfulness  and  had  acquired  a  sad  tone.  Suicide  may  be  painless, 
but  saying  goodbye  is  not.
